" proposition andhowaccidentscould be
yy y* minimized. Several

of the highest officialsof the schools, as well as several
members of the board of education, had
already commended the campaign.
"It is one of the best things that has

been started in this city," declared StephenE. Kramer, supervising principal of
the third division. Mr. Kramer said that
he was certain people would eventually
awaken to the necessity of exercising
care in the streets.
He compared conditions here to those

existing in London, England. "London
is the most wonderful city in the world,"
he said, "and the most wonderful thing
about London is the regulation of traffic.

' Now, in the middle of many London
streets are lamp posts, and these constitutesafety zortes for pedestrians. They
also serve to divide the streams of traffic,
it is an absolute certainty to a man going
across the street that he has to look only
one way wherever he is; until he reaches
the lamp posts he looks in one direction;
then, when he passes them he looks in
the opposite direction. Vehicles can come
one way only."

Bigid License Laws.
Mr. Kraemer asserted that the laws regulatingthe licensing of vehicle drivers

was very rigid. "When a man in Londonapplies for a license to drive a vehiclehe is taken to a large yard in the
outskirts of the city and there is forced
to show that he can handle the vehicle.
If he fails to comply with the laws he
loses his license."
Allan Davis, principal of the Business

High School, declared that the root of all
traffic accidents lay in the spirit of the
average American. "The Americarv is
careless," said Mr. Davis, "and wants to
'have his rights." The American will not
submit like the German and the Frenchman."
Bernard T. Janney, supervising principalof the first division, declared the campaignfor fewer accidents was a "fine

thing."
Frank C. Daniel, principal of the McKinleyManual Training School, indorsed

the campaign, saying that "anything
that can be done to make pedestrianism
more careful and drivers more careful is
a good thing."
Emory M. Wilson, principal of the Cen- I;

tral High School, thought the principles
of "safety" should be taught throughout
the grades so that when a pupil reached
the high school he will be able to take
care of himself as a matter of habit.
John A. Chamberlain, supervisor of

manual training in the schools, expressinghis approval of the campaign, said
he was especially pleased at the way the
law prohibiting vehicles from approaching
street cars discharging or taking on passengerswas working. He recalled an

accident which happened on 14th near
Decatur street before the law was passed,
in which a street car conductor was nearlykilled. Mr. Chamberlain did not believe,however, that the law prohibiting
pedestrians from crossing the street at
any point could be enforced.
Speaking of accidents and the placing

of the blame for them, Mr. (Tiamberlain
said that it "was small consolation for a

man who had been crippled to know that
the person responsible is lined or jailed."
Although, lie pointed out. traffic was

much heavier in New York and Philadelphiathan it is hero, "everybody has to
wait and each has to take his time."

CONDUCTORS IGNORE RULES.

Permit the Blocking of Platforms
and Steps of Street Cars.

To the Kditor of The Star:
The efforts of the street railway companiesto insure the safety of pedestrians

should extend to their passengers- That
the latter are not given the benefit of
a full enforcement of the rules supposedlyIn force is shown by the conditionsthat prevail on the lines on which
the old-style cars are still in use, those
which permit entrance at either end,
with the conductor collecting fares up
and down the aisles. Such cars are still
run on the City and Suburban division of
the' Washington Railway and Electric
Company and are daily the scenes of
dangerous violations of rules, during the
morning and evening rushes especially,
when the platforms are occupied by passengersoften to the point of making It
difficult for others to board or leave the
cars. This is not because of lack of
room, for usually there is at least ample
standing space within the cars. Con-
ductors make no effort to keep the platformsclear. Motormen permit the front
platforms to become crowded and It Is
conimpn to find them engaged In lively
